Madrid, May.—The Carlist force un- 
der command of Don Alfonso made an 
unexpeted attack yesterday upon the 
town of Sap: huja in the province of Ler- 
ida. Insurrectionists met with a despers 
ate resistance from the garrison, but the 
commander of the Government troops fi- 
nally surrendered upon condition that the 
lives of his men should be spared. Not- 
withstanding the ter.os of capitulatjon, 
the Carlista butchered 150 volunteers in 
parties of six and eight in the streets af 
the town. 

Afternoon.—The first report raccived 
here of the massacre of surreudered vole 
unteers by the Carlists of Sanahuja was 
greatly exagerated.

On being invited by a Siamese family

The 
A to observe the downy cotton wit 
which the box was lined, and in circling 
curves they moved toward it and crouche 
down, with wings still outspread, upon 
the dainty couch prepared for them. The 
jugler closed the box at once; and, as he 
did so, we saw seated upon the top a live 
canary, that carolled furth sweet songs 
until its little throat seemed ready to 
split, as if striving to compensatefor the 
departure of our butterfly favorites. Sud- 
denly the song of oy was changed to 
piercing notes that betokenod horror and 
alarm, and we suw at the conjurer’s fecta 
deadly cobra di capello, coiled as if for a 
spring, and with its glittering eyes fixed 
on the bird, that seemed spell-bound to 
the spot, either too frightened or fascina- 
ted to move. The man waited till the 
snake was in the act of springing, and 
then, with a few words spoken in low 
musical tones, and a gentlo, droning move- 
ment of his hand, he seemed to throw the 
cobra into the same trance-like state that 
the bird had evinced, while the lutter 
roused up and flew eagerly into the jug- 
ler’s bosom, which had been opened for 
ta reception, 

From this same capacious receptacle, 
apparently exhaustless in its regources, 
was drawn out another cobra; and after 
allowing them time to make each other's 
acquaintance, sometimes inciting them to 
anger and again soothing to quietude by 
his soft words and droning motions, the 
juggler wrapped them both about his 

k and arms, and stood with exúlting 
pride, allowing them to touch his noso, 
the tip of his tongue, and in one instance 
even the pupil of his eye, with their vi- 
brating tongues. But all this while- he 
held a small lute in his hand; and when 
words seemed to fail, he played a few 
notes on the instrument, which soon. re- 
duced the reptiles ‘to, a state of dreamy 

uiegcence. After performing various 
daring feats with them, to show the aud- 
ience that the snakes hid been in no way 
mutilated, he threw a large chicken be- 
tween them, —Both. struck at it, and_it 


died in about five minutes. 

I afterward saw more of this snake- 
charming in Bangkok; and in this par- 
ticular branch of jugglery the Siamese are 
said to excel all other Orientals, I have 
seen them hang half a dozen different 
kinds’ of serpents—cobras, hooded sun- 
snakes and vipers—about their necks at 
once, placing a whole coil of them in their 
ms, and even taking the reptiles’ 
heads in their mouths. Then they will 

lace some ten or fifteen of as many dif- 

erent species in a deep basket with a 
long, narrow neck, and without looking 
in, thrust down thcir hands, draw up one 
or more, toy with it fora while, and then, 
throwing it back, take up another, and so 
on as long as they can obtain paying spec- 
tators. These jugglers devote th- mselves 
exclusively to the study and practice of 
their profession, and cach company tries 
to outdo all others in dexterity and dar- 
ing. They are highly esteemed, exert 
large influence in the community, and are 
accredited by their credulous compatriots 
with authority over all diseases, which 
tey profess to summon or drive off at 
will, as well as evil spirits, ghosts and 
genii. 

Despite the palpable absurdity of these 
pretensions, the reality of the power they 
claim over venomous rear admits of 
not the shadow of a doubt, though how 
this power is maintained is not so easily 
shown. It is, doubtless, to some extent, 
the effect of music, which is always em- 
ployed by the jugglers to throw the re- 
tiles into a sort of speil during their per- 
formances, aided also by a monotonous 
waving to and fro of the charmer’s body 
—a motion that seems to lull the snakes 
into a dreamy, mesmeric trance, in which 
they can be kept for days together. In 
addition to this, the snakes are very care- 
fully tended, never svffered to become 
hungry, nor yet fed to such repletion as 
to occasion either torpor or a habit of 
hankering after blood. The jugglers also 
keep their bodies smeared with some oil 
substance, the nature of which they will 
not divulge; but we may infer that it is 
something for which the spake has a nat- 
ural antipathy or that exerts a narcotic 
influence on its nerves, These combined 
influences seem quite sufficient to pro- 
duce the marvelous power exercised by 
Oriental snake-charmers. It is absolutely 
cértain that the poisonous fangs are not 
extracted, as some have asserted, but that 
the reptiles are brought wholly unmutil- 
ated into the arena. I have myself seen 
charmers perform with snakes they have 
never before touched, and which have 
been returned to me perfect as I handed 
thein over. Some of these are now bot- 
led in my cabinet. 

Alligator-charming is also effected by 
music and is resorted to frequently by 
soothsayers and fortune-tellers to decide 
whether an undertaking is to be lucky or 
unlucky. Offerings are thrown into the 
river prayers ae made and then 
in undissembled awe the petitioners await 
the monster's decree, that is to send them 
off happy or the reverse. If he sppears 
to auswer to the call the omen is good. If 
his alligatorship however should happen 
to be sleepy or absent and fail to respond 
his petitioners depart in sadness, and nev- 
er hesitate to give up the proposed un- 
dertaking, whatever it may be. In this 
cannection I mention fortune-telling, in 
which all Oriental natives have such un- 
limited confidence that a betrothel in 
marriage s journey or feast—in fact, any- 
thing of evı n small importance—is never 
entered ap till the sootbsayer has been 
sought or the “fortune-book” consulted.

Lost In a.Cave, 
SUFFERINGS OF FIVE MISSOURI CHILDREN, 

A few days ago a party of five boys, 
aged about 12 years,. entered the mouth 
of an extensive cave which has recently 
been unearthed in South Hannibal, Mo., 
for the purpose of exploring it. The boys 
entered the cave about 10 o'clock in the 
morning, each pravided with a small bit 
of candle two or three inches long, all 
burning at once, and the little torchlight 
none on marched through the silent 
depths very gayly and happily, looking 
for curiosities and searching for strange 
scenes, They had determined on a 
thorough exploration of the unknown 
cavern, and went on, and on, through the 

winding rifts and fissures of the rock un- 
til their candles had nearly burned out, 
and when they attempted to return they 
found themselves in total darkness to 
grope and crawl amid mud and dirt, sharp 
stones and jagged rocks, 

None of the parents of the boys missed 
them until late in the evening, and upon

He 
was also ona of the three commissioners 
sent to Washington, to negotiate for the 
‘surrender of the forts in the Charleston 
Harbor, from 1862 to 1864 he was a mem- 
ber df the Confederate Senalte. 

In 1865 he was elected Governor of 
®, C. over Wade Hampton, Democrat, and 
has since co-operated with the Republican 
party. He was a meniber of the Phila- 
delphia convention which nominated 
Gen. Grant for a second Term.

THE OHIO LEGISLATURE—CEN- 
SURE OF THE LAST CONGRESS 
CorcmBus, May 5.—In the House this 

afternoon the following resolution was 

adopted by 60 to 20: 

Whereas, The action of thg last Con- 
gress, in increasing the compensation ot 
the members thereof, the President of the 
United States and other officers, was un- 
necessary, uncalled for, and distasteful to 
the people of Ohio, and itis believed of 
tle whole Union, and its repeal earnestly 
demanded by the people ; therefore. 

‘Resolved, That our Senators and Rce- 
presentatives be requested to zealously 
use all honorable efforts to procure 
a repeal of said law, or so much of it 
us relates to such compensation, at the 
earliest practicable period. 

The senate adopted a joint resolution 
ratifying the second of the twelve amend- 
hients to the United States Constitution, 
submitted by the First Congress, in 1789, 
providing that no law varying the com- 
pensation of members of Conzress shall 
take effect until an election for represen- 
tatives shall have intervened. The vote 
stood 25 to 4.

THE LIBERAL CATHOLICS AND 
ULTRAMONTANES IN CANADA 
New York, May 5.—A letter from Mon- 
treal states that a bitter war, increasing 
in violence, is being waged between the 
Libera] Catholics and Ultramontanes of 
Canada. The former are under the lead 
of the Archbishop of Quebec, and the 
latter of the Jesuits and the Archbishop 
of Montreal. In the last election the 
Parliament from fifteen to twenty-eight, 
and the representation öf the Montreal 
coalition shrunk from fifty to thirty-seven. 
Losing control of Parliament, the Jesuit 
party sought to subvert the authority of 
the Archbishop of Quebec, and destroy 
his ipfluence, in the hope thereby to re- 
ain power. The Archbishop visited 
Rome, and has just returned, bearing a 
reprimana for the Jesnits, which is likely 
still further to intensify the conflict, and 
may lead to expulsion of the Jesuits from 
Canada,

CAPITAL PUNISIIMENT.—On Monday 
evening quite a large audience assembled 
in the Court Room to listen to the discus- 
sion of the question “Ought Capital Pun- 
inhment to be Abolished?” The discus- 
sion was opened for the affirmative by 
Mr. G. W. M. Cooper, who announced in 
the beginoin of: his speæèch'ħis firm and 
earnest Conviction that capital punish- 
ment ought to be abolished; it was a relict 
of the barbarous ages ; dwelt with much 
force ‘and pathos upon the horror and in- 
justice of the many excutions of the in- 
nocent that have occurred upon circum- 
stantial evidence, and cited several inci- 
dents fo support his arguments ; contended 
that the object of punishment was to pre- 
vent crime and reform the offender. 

Mr, Huston Humphreys, the first speak- 
er for the negative, Atiswered the argu- 
ments.on. circumstantial evidence by ad- 
ducing examples whefe the law was too 
strictly drawn. He then proceeded to 
argue that murder was n crime ‘against 
God, man gnd society, and that God had 
mu i adeumbent upon society to place 
the\mufderer beyond its pale. Further, 
the Warden of proof was on the Reformer 
to show that the reformation would be for 
the good of society: 

Rev, Dn Fulton followed forthe af- 
firmative. Dr, Fulton argued that it was 
a political gestion entirely and nyt to be 
considered ih Any other light. He said 
that this was one of thoso uliar ques- 
tions where the bufden of proof rested 
with the nigative.: He differed with his 
colleague as the object of punish- 
ment. He said that the object of pun- 
ishment was to prevent crinie, but not to 
reform the offender, and that tho efficacy 
of punishmeht depended tot upon its 
severity but its cerfainty. 

Mr, Wm. H. Warren closed tho debiité 
for the negative by arguing that the posi- 

s opponent (Dr Fulton) 
that the Bible had nothing to do with the 
question was untenable and illogical, and 
vited passages to show that death for 
murder was almost the first divine decree 
given oy the Creator in reference to this 
subject, and no authority being found in 
Holy Writ for its discontinuauce, human 
agency had no right to change it, hence 
it must of necessity bon continuing 
statute. Baid with reference to certainty 
being better than severity of punishment 
that, if capital punishment was not en- 
forced as rigidly as it should be then the 
fault was with those who administered the 
law and not with the law itself, Besides 
if solitary confinement wero adopted tftn 
ita onforcement would be equally uncer- 

Said the long continuance of capi- 
unishment demonstrates its wisdom 
t the presumption, of law an 
as against change.

“I was,” hew “tin my bed! and cn- 
tirely awake when [heard some one enter 
my apartment and perceived at my bed- 
side a womap.wemarkably pale., whose 
clothes rustitd against my curtains as 
sho pasacd.: Withdrawing the latter, she 
stooped: toward me, and giving me a kiss 
that was cold as icc, vanished ina mo- 
ment!” 

D’Aubigne started from his bed, and 
was almost immediately after informed of 
the sudden death of his mother, to whom 
he was tenderly attached, 

In a letter of Philip, second Earl of 
Chesterfield, we find a curious story of a 
double apparition occurring at the same 
moment, 


In the gra daylight ofan early morn- 
ing in 1855, the Earl saw a figure in 
White, like'a standing shect, appear wìth- 
in a yard of his bedside. He attempted 
to grasp it; but, eluding him, the, figure 
slid towards the foot of the bed, and melt- 
ed away. He felt a strange enxiety ; but 
his thoughts immediately turned to the 
Qountesa (Lady Anne Percy), who was 
then at Networth with her father, the Earl 
of Northumberland, and thither he im- 
mediately repaired. On his arrival a foot- 
man met him on the staircase, with a 
packet directed to him from his lady ; 
whom he found with her sister, the Coun- 
tess of Essex and a Mrs, Ramsay. 

He was asked why he had comeso sud- 
denly. He told his motive, his alarm 
and anxiety ; and, ou perusing the letter 
in the sealed packet, he found that the 
countess had written to him requesting 
his return, as “she hadseen a thing in 
white, with a black face, by her bedside.” 
These apparitions were identically the 
same in appearance, and were seen by the 
earl and countess atthe same moment, 
though they were in two places forty miles 
apart. No catastrophe followed. The 
earl, however, survived his lady, and lived 
till the year 1713. 

In The St. James Chronicle for 1762 we 
find a strange story of an apparition be- 
ing the means of revealing a murder and 
bringing the guilty parties to the fatal 
trec of Tyburn. The narrative was said 
to have been found among the legal pa- 
pers of a counselor ofthe Middle Tem- 
ple, then recently deceased.

While the trades of New York and oth- 
er cities are demanding cight hours as a 
day's work, the mill operatives of phil- 
anthropic New England would be very 
glad to get ten hours. The movement in 
favor of such a reduction is about to com- 
mence in Rhode Island. There are many 
advantages to be obtained by this. Rhode 
Island isa small, compact State. The 
necessary consultations can be easily ob- 
tained, and the combinations formed. 
The majority of the manufacturing wealth 
of the State is controlled by two or three

“Ten-Hour League’ of New England, 
which controls this movement, is said to 
be quite powerful, having now about thir- 
ty thousand member. They have or- 
ganized in sclf-defense. New England 
grinds her helpless children very heavily. 
It is work, work, work, from sunrise until 
after weary sunset, with her factory hands. 
Little children and delicate girls-—the 
weak as well asthe strong—have to do 
tlteir day’s labor to the last of the long 
hours—often from five or six in the morn- 
ing to seven, eight and nincat night,with 
brief interval for rest. These men and 
women and children sicken and dic under 
such slow torture, of course. But the 
crowded population supplies new recruits 
for death. And so the manufacturing 
industries, owned by grasping proprictors, 
moncy-making, shrewd, hard, and often 
inhuman in their want ef charity and 
felluw-ieeling for their poor dependents, 
reap the harvest of lives year after year ; 
healthy men, who struggle long, but give 
way at last; robust women, who arc 
choked with the delicate filaments of cot- 
ton or wool which float off from the ma- 
chines; children whose young hearts know 
nothing but care and burden too heavy: to 
bo borne, and who waste away and dic 
prematurely, that thcir employers may 
reap the benefit of their cheap labor, and 
grow rich, The slaves of the South, in 
the worst days of slavery, did not work 
like these mill operatives of Massachusetts 
or Rhodo Island, and they were nursed 
when sick and personally cared for a 
hundred times better. Here is what the 
Rhode Island operatives demand, and to 
us their requirements seem reasonable 
cnongh. They want to commence work 
at half-past six inthe morning. That 
certainly is fair, Very few laborers get 
to their work that early. They ask forty 
five minutes for dinner. Again fair 
enough.’ The machinery is to be stopped 
at six in the afternoov, There ia a furth- 
er proviso which, probably, will not be 
acceded to without modification, and that 
is, that workon Saturday shall cease 
about one o'clock, According toa despatch 
this morning, a strike to obtain these 
terms commences to-lay.— Ballo.

HIS DEATII YESTERDAY IN WASHINGTON 
—BKETCI! OF HIS LIFE, 


‘WABHIXGTON, April 30.—IIon, James 
Brooks, member of Congress from New 
York, died at his residence, in this city, 
tu-night, at 8:30. in the presence of his 
family. He recognized those around him 
to the very last moment. He had long 
been in feeble health from, as he himself 
frequently said, tlie elects of fever which 
he contracted in Asin. Deceased was jin 
his 63d vear, Hix death has created pro- 
found sorrow in all circless of the com- 
munity. 


BKETCH OF MR. BROOKS, 


The Hon. James Brooks, of New York, 
whose death is announced above, was one 
of themost popular as well as prominent 
members of the House of Representatives 
upon the Democratic side. We find in 
the, Congressional record the following 
brief sketch of his life: 

“Jamea Brooks, of New York, was born 
at Portland, Maine, November 10, 1810; 
graduated at Waterville College, Maine; 
nuudied law; waa admitted to the bar; 
became connected with the press ns the 
first of the Washington correspondents, 
Men as editor, and afterward as among 


pers; was a member of 
the State Legislature of Maine in 1835; 


went to New York in’ 1835, and estab- 
lished the New York Express, of which 
he has been chief editor and proprictor; 
was a member of the islature of the 
State of Now York in 1849; was a_mem- 
ber of the Constitutional Convention of 
New York, in 1867;-was e to Be 
Thirty-first, Thirty-second, Thirty-eighth,

During the various terms of his service 
in Congress Mr. Brooks showed himself 
to be a ready debator, and was untiring 
in his attention to business, Ho held po- 
sition on soveral important committees, 
and was noted for the ability with which 
he discharged the arduous dutics imposed. 
As an editor and writer Mr. Brooks was 
universally known in this country, and 
the scries of letters published in the New 
York Erpress some years ago, describin 
his travels abroad, won him well-deserv 
repatation, During the last session of 
Cengress Mr. Brooks was one of the mem- 
bers implicated in the Credit Mobilier 
cha For some time past his health 
has beea in a most precarious condition, 
from the effects of a discase whose precise 
aature baffled the’ekill of the most ac- 
complished physicians to define. Recent- 
y he made a visit to Norfolk, Va., hoping 

at the climaticchange would effect some 
permanent benefit, but experienced no 
relief whatever, and finally succumbed to 
the fatal malady.

The Modoc War. 
ANOTHER DESPERATE FIGHT, 


On the 26th ultimo a party of 61 Modoc 
Indians surprised a detachment of troops 
in the lava beds and, after a desperate 
encountre completely defeated them.— 
Sixteen soldiers were killed and eight 
wounded, 

The Modocs are armed with Spencer 
carbines and breech-loading muskets. In 
more than one instance a Modoc has been 
known to have two or more Spencer rifles, 
enabling him to keep up a rapid fire from 
his natural or artificial breastwork of 
rock. 

The surface of the ground occupied by 
the Indians in many places is torn up by 
volcanic action which form crevices, and 
these are adaptable for purposes of hid- 
ing, or for points of defence. In several 
instances, soldiers knowing nothing of 
the to phy, have come unawares on 
such fissures, and, before they could es- 
cape, were confronted by the wily Ind- 
ian, with rifle leveled, and finger on trig- 

er. Death, or at least a dangerous wound 
is the result. Too often the cowardly red- 
skins escape by so many paths known 
only to thomiel gés. . 

In this mode of warfare the Indians 
have all the advantages, and, though few 
in number, manage to oppose a formidi- 
ble front whenever opportunity offers, 
being certain of a safe retreat should they 
be compelled to fall back. The officers 
in command are doing all they can to ex- 
terminate the Modocs, but it is difficult to 
predict when tho troops will be able to 
geta chance to pluck them in a general 
engagement, In the meantime we may 
expect to hear of the occasional slaughter 
of our soldiers by these Indians, 

The officers and men engaged in the 
encounter mentioned above behaved with 
commendable gallantry ‘and sold their 
lives as dearly as possible. 


Particulars ofthe Riot at 
O’Briecn’s Circus, 


The Wilmington (Del.) Gazette, of 
Tuesday evening, gives the following de- 
tails of the riot at O'Brien’s circus in that 
city, of which the main facts have already 
been stated. It says: 

Long before 7 o'clock, last evening, the 
ticket wagon of O'Brien’s circus was 
besieged by a clamorous crowd, all eager 
to obtain tickets of admission. The rush 
continued until after 8 o’cleck, when the 
wagon was clossed, the large tent by this 
time being filled vith overseven thousand 
people. fhe performance commenced, 

ut was soon interrupted by a large num- 
ber of ruffianly boys and young men,who 
crowded into the ring in such a manner 
as to scriously interfere with the actions 
of the performers. Although there was 
room beyond the ropes, all requesta for 
then to step back were met with insulting 
responses, secing which, the performers 
retired to their dressing-room, despairing 
of being allowed to continue their perfor- 
mance. 

The ruffians then stepped beyond the 
bounds of all order and respect, and, yell- 
ing like demons, rushed toward the dress- 
ing-tent. The scene which followed 
beggars description. Women shrieked, 
cried, men shouted and a general panic 
ensued. The failure of the circus com- 
company to provide suflficicnt police sup- 
port then had its effect, in allowing the 
riotous crowd to act as they pleased. Pome 
rushed into the side-tents, while other 
commenccd breaking the seats and cut- 
ting the canvas and tent poles. One 
rascal, from the outside, raised the can- 
vas and fired a pistol under it, which only 
served to heighten the general panic. 
Many persons were trampled and bruised; 
but none fortunately were seriously in- 
jured. Special Officer Bacon, while 
striving to restore order, was set upon b 
a mob, and knocked down and trampled. 

Fiunlly, the rioters rushed outside, and 
seizing the tent wagon hurried it down 
Lombard, and dumped it into the Chris- 
tiana. The cook wagon was served like- 
wise atthe foot of Third strect. The 
ticket wagon was rushed up Fourth street 
to Poplar, where several policemen re- 
captured it from the crowd, and turned it 
into the gutter. The crowd made deter- 
mined efforts to retake it, and hurled 
volleys of stone, until thr officers drew 
their pistols, when they desixted. For a 
long time the mob continued to linger in 
the vicinity, but as the officers were 
vigilant, further depredations were pro- 
vented. Three of the rioters were arrest- 
ed and confined in the cells. 

During the melee several officers struck 
with stones, and one of them wes knocked 
down with a black-jack. The circus men 
kept out of the way and escaped injury. 
The ticket- wagon was somewhat scratched 
and broken, as were alsothe other wagons 
which were fished out of the creek about 
three o'clock this morning. 

The affair was a most disgraceful one, 
and was simply an ebullition of that 

riotous spirit, for which the “old Church- 
cm,” who were foremost in the row, are 
notorious, The circus officials wore anx- 
ious to do all in their power, to preserve 
order, but after the the start, all overtures 
to'restore peace wero promptly over- 
ruled,

The Frost in the South. 


Tho Wilmington (N. C.) Journal of 
Sunday, thus tells the story of the disas- 
trous effects of the cold spring weather 
in that locality ; 

_ A very heavy frost whitened theground 
in this city and section yesterday morn- 
ing, and from all that we can learn a very

lants are badly blighted, many of them 
ing entirely ares while in others 
there is no perceptible injury: On the 
truck farms in this vicinity, as a general 
thing, the cucumbers, squashes and beans 
are cut down, breed tag vines have 
yn very materi aged. Mr. 
George Z. French, of Excelsior, thinks 
that he has been injured to the extent of 
fully $2,000, He had begun shipping peas 
‘last Wook, but this frost will pat hint back 
now fully a week. 

From all along the line of the W, & 
W., the W. C. & R., and the W. C. & A. 
railroads, we hear doleful accounts, The 
more tender of the plants are ruined.— 
The cotton and corn are cut down to the 

round, and-serious fears aro entertained 
that the peach crop has been destroyed, 
but this latter it will take some days te 
fully determine. The damago to Golds- 
boro’ truckers alone is estimated at some 
$25 000 or $30 000, and those near New- 
bern are said to have also suffered severe- 


ly. 

We.doubt if the memory of the “oldest 
inhabitant” can furnish a parallelito this 
cold snap so late in the season. At this 
time last year the truckers were doing a 
fino business, and every. train that sped 
northward carried off large consignments 
of early garden produce to the northern 
markets. But this year it ia different, and 
instead of money coming in, it is simply 
so much money going out, adead loss to 
those who calculated on a heavy spring 
crop.

DEFAULTING DEPUTY COLLECTOR.—It 
is understood that Mr. Nichole, Deputy 
Collector ef United States Revenus fur 
the First Collection District of Maryland, 
is a defaulter to the Govornment in a con- 
siderable sum, although the exact amount 
has not yet been ascertained. Alex. T. 
Tutton, Esq., Supervisor of Internal 
Revenue, arrived in the city yesterday 
and made a partial examination of the 
books in the office of Collector McIntire. 
He discovered that in the lists for Janu- 
ary and February of the present year 
over 2600 of the amount collected had not 
been accounted for. No other lists were 
examined, but it is supposed that the 
defalcation has been going on for some 
time. Collector McIntire fad the utmost 
confidence in Nichols, and he was greatly 
surprised to find that he hand been de- 
ceiving him. Nichols immediately re- 
signed, and is suppossed to have genc to 
his home in Elkton. Collector McIntire 
is belieyed to be entirely innocent of any 
complicity in the dishonest transaction 
and had no knowledge thereof. He will 
doubtless make good to the Government 
whatever amount may bein arreara.—, 
Balt.

A DESPERATE Front at Cmare..— 
There was a desperate and bloody fight 

Chapel on Friday afternoon, between 


a blacksmith named Myers Booker,.and a 


boy seventeen years of age, named Ed- 
ward M. Hardesty, who works at the 
wheelwright business. It anpears that 
er and Hardesty rent and work in a 
shop together. On Friday afternoon Book, 
er came in under the influence of liquor- 
and ordered the boy Hardesty out of the 
shop. Hardesty said he had a right to 
stay there and should not go. ker 
then threw a stick at him, ant} icked up 
a hammer and threw that at him also, 
swearing he would kill him, Hardesty 
caught up a carperiter’s adze he had been 
using, and struck Booker with the aide of 
it. ket tried to get another hammer 
but was prevented by Hardesty following 
up his blows with the side of the adze.— 
Booker then, ropoeed that they should 
stop fighting. Hardesty said he was will- 
ing to stop if Booker would behave him- 
self, and stepped back and let the adze 
resl on the ground. As soon as Hardesty 
t down the adze, Booker aéized a sledge- 
mer, and said you d—n son of ab—h 
I will kill you where you stand, and raised 
the hammer to strike; but as he made the 
blow, Hardesty fended it with the adze 
and struck him with the edgo of the toal 
on the art jtfst below the shoulder mak- 
ing a gash about four inches long. Book- 
er dropped. the SAT 3 hammer and en- 
deavored to get another hammer; Hard- 
ty prevented him by following up his 
Blows with the adze. Booker then ran 
out of the shop and made for the axe on 
the woodpile, Hardesty following up with 
the adze, and preventing him from getting 
it. Mr, Councell called to Hardesty to 
stop, and Booker went to his house for 
his gun, swearing he would kill him be- 
fore sundown. Hardesty then went into 
Mr. Councell’s store and asked Mr. Coun 
cell to keep Booker away, as he did not 
want to hurt him. Booker soon came ‘out 
of bia house witb his gun, but it waa taken 
from him. He was found to be badly cut 
in four places on his arms and hip. Two 
of the wounds were serious, Dr. Keets 
was called in aud dressed the wounds of 
the unfortunate man. OnSaturday, Hard- 
esty went to Cordova, surrendered himself 
to Justice Robinson, and was held to bail. 
A writ was fasted for the arrest of Book- 
er. The fight isthe most desperate one 
that has taken place in that part of the 
conuty for many years, Booker is a drink- 
ing man, and when intoxicated, very 
quarrelsome. The people in the neigh- 
borhood, so far as we are informed, do 
not blame Hardesty (who is reýoriéd as 
a very peavexble boy) for defending him- 
self. The affair will doubtless undergo 
investigation by the Grand Jury.

« We can, at will, in a great degree 
produce variations and improvements in 
breeds, as by abundant feeding, a mild 
and salubrious climate, a rich and healthy 
soil, moderate use, education, stimulation, 
or selection of desirable qualities; by 
aisuse or rejection of undesirable charac- 
ters and properties; by soliciting the 
weight of imagination in our favor; by 
allowing breeding animals to mix only 
with those of the stamp desired ; by cross- 
ing less-improved breeds systematically 
with males of a better race; and by cross- 
ing animals faulty or deficient in some 
particular point with others in which 
this point is developed in excess. 

4. The herding of pregnant high-class 
animals with low bred ones, and the re- 
sulting attachmente between the two 
races, are to be especially avoided, as oc- 
casionally affecting the progeny injur- 
ously ; strang impressions from a new 
or unusual condition of surrounding ob- 
jects ure to be equally guarded against. 

5. Ifa valuable female is allowed to 
breed to an inferior male, she cannot be 
relied on to produce pure-bred animals 
for several succeding pregnancies.—- 
Through a strong and retained impres- 
sion; through the absorption into the sys- 
tem of living particles Frormipal matter) 
from the fetus; or’ through some influ- 
ence during pregnancy on the ova, then 
being most actively developed, the good 
or bad feature of fhe first sire are perpet- 
uated in the progeny of the succeeding 
ones. 

G. All breeds show a tendency to “breed 
back” or fo produge offspring bearing the 
marks of their less improved and compar- 
carta valueless ancestors; hence indi- 
viduals of their class must be rejected 
from the best breeds, if we would main- 
tain their excellence. 

T. Certain races and individuals have 
their characters more fixed, and will 
transmit and perpetuate them in greater 
proportion than others with whieh they 
may be crossed, If their qualities are 
desirable, they prove highly valuable in 
raising other stock of greater excellence ; 
if undesirable they will appreciate the 
value of any stock crossed for many gen- 
erations, That fixity of type, however, 
is, above all, a characteristic of those ra- 
ces which have been carefully selected 
and bred up to a certain standard for 
many generations, so that in our best 
longest established, and most esteeme 
breeds we have a most valuable legacy 
left us by the successful breeders of the 

ast, with which we may mould our infer- 
ior races almost at will. 

8. While breeding continuously from the 
nearest relations tends to a weakened 
constitution, the aggravation of any taint 
in the blood, and to sterility, these may 
be avoided by infusing at intervals fres 
blood of the same family, but which has 
been bred apart for several generations. 
Moreover, the highest excellence is some- 
times attainable only by breeding very 
closely for a time. 

9. Diseasag or mutilated animals are 
generally to he discarded from breeding.

10. There is some foundation for the 
opinion that the sire tends to contribute 
more to the locomotion and external or- 
gans, nerve and vigor and the dam to the 
size and internal organs, so that if we 
cannot obtain the greatest excellence in 
both, we should seek to have each unex- 
ceptionable in the parts and qualities at- 
tributed to St.
